That Redcliff has been holding its 
own during the past period of depres- 
sion was clearly shown when school 
opened up last Monday. No matter 
‘what else may have happened we 
still have our share of “the hope of 
the nation,” the children. Although 
We have ai eight room school it was 
not big enough to accommodate’ the 
scholars on the opening day, when al- 
most three hundred of them put in-an 
appearance. 

An emergent meeting of the trus- 
tees was held, when it was decided to 
rent suitable quarters for the accom- 


modation of two grades, and engage 
another teacher. 

The smaller hall in the Reid block 
has been secured and is being fitted 
up for the purpose. This is an excel- 
lent loeation,-as it is just across . the 
road from the school. The children 
can play in the school grounds, and 
the room will also be convenient for 
the inspection of the principal. 

The new principal, R. H. Liggett, 
has arrived, and is now busy organ- 
izing for the term. He says there 


are at present 291 children on the 
roll and that more are to come in yet. 

This term there will be two more 
grades than last, which means that 
now everything up to grade eleven 
will be taught in future. The prin- 
cipal infofms us that he has pupils 
for every gradé, ‘and expects more, as 
some. of the older boys have not yet 
registered. 

It is the intention to engage a male 
teacher for the present ‘vacancy ot 
the staff,He will work with the prin- 
cipal in taking up the work of - the 
higher grades. : 

When the new teacher arrives it 
is hoped to be able to divide the 
classes up more evenly, which will 
give both the teacher and the schol- 
aré better opportunities. 

The limit for one teacher to handte 
properly is 35 pupils, but at the pre- 
sent time our teachers have an aver- 
age of 42 each. With the increased 
accommodation this can be remedied. 
The .frustees acted wisely when 
they undertook this work so promptly, 
and we are sure the citizens will back 
them up jin every move which is for 
the educational benefit of our child- 
ren.

Disasters Due to Fog 
It, may be said that no regulations 
and no precautions can avail against 


fog. That is too hasty and to sweep- , 


ing ® conclusion. ‘Fogs,’ of course, 
cannot be prevented; but. “disaster 
‘neéd not follow Ly ag fog. It is eom- 
monly due either ships persisting 
in moving during a or to some 
avoidable blunder in navigation. The 
blunder in navigation is usually the 
result not of lack of skile but of a 
defect of temper, There are sen- 
hogs as well as road-hogs, and there 
are obstinate captaiis who will im- 
peril their siiips rather than d 
from their course, This sort of thing 
by setting up a bet- 
ter tradition, and if necessary. by 
punishing sternly wherever tt can be 
proved. The larger question remains 
whether ships ought to proceed in 
fog. That must always be a very 
risky business along the great water- 
ways of the world like the Channel 
or along a river. There is no rile to 
guide captains. On the one hand 
their owners want. them to make a 
quick passage: on the other hand, 
they have no assurarce that if they 
stop other ships will do likewise, Un- 
der ,such circumstances there is 
strong temptation ‘to push on, 
that, with other ships moving, may 
be actually safer .than stopping.

Fougere, Beacon le Unique 
Among Marine Guides 

What is declared to be the only 
unattended iighthouse built on a 
wave-washev’ rock, possessing & pow- 
erful fog-signal, is the recent.y com- 
pleted Platte Fougerre Lighthouse, 
marking the ehtrance to the Russel) 
Channel leading to the Guernsey capi 
tal of St. Peter's Port, a ‘spot which 
figures in Victor Hugo's great rom 
ance, “The Tollers o! the Sea.” This 
unattentied iower, built of ferro-con 
crete rock, is 80 feet im height. The 
head of the rock on which it stands 
is only visivie at low tide, while it is 
difficult to spproach even in the 
smoothest weather, owing to tides and 
currents. Much of ‘the folindatioa 
work had to be carried ‘out. under 
water, 

The tower, says The Sphero, is solid 
forsa height of 46 feet above the 
rock, and the base is formed of Port- 
lend cement placed in iron moulds 
with iron bars driven into the solid 
rock to anchor the concrete firmly.
